HUSBAND WITNESS

Body Crashes Through 
Tree and Heavy Roof; 
Man Carries Dead Wife 
to Grady. 


Hurtling downward more than 500; 


feet before the horrified gaze of 15,- 
000 spectators at Lakewood park 
Sunday afternoon when the third 
parachute of a triple parachute jump 
failed to open, Mrs. Nora E. Wood, 
of Boston, Mass., known profession- 
ally as Louise Gardner, was instant- 


ly killed. She plunged through a tree | 


and then smashed through a heavy 
roof on a chicken house. 

The woman’s husband, Jimmy 
Wood, saw his wife fall to her death, 
a few minutes after he had cut the 
rope which sent the balloon bearing 
her soaring to the sky for the last 
time. 

Leaping from the balloon after it 
had ascended -to a height of approxi- 
mately 2,000 feet, Mrs. Wood fell 
400 feet before opening the first 
parachute. Floating lazily downward, 
she dropped free of the first para- 
ehute and opened the second, which 
filled with wind. 

She seemed to be standing up in 
the harness of the second parachute, 
adjusting the third for the last of the 
triple-leap, when she fell clear and 
hurtled through the air; her body 
twisting and turning, while the para- 
chute failed to open. 

She crashed into a_ tree ,which 
sheltered a chicken house at 125 
Clair drive, about one-quarter of a 
mile from the park, snapped three 


boughs the size of a man’s arm, and 
plunged on through the roof, which 
Was constructed of two-by-fours. 

A horrified gasp went up from the 
thousands who were watching the 
triple parachute jump: women scream-

Washington, May 27—(/)— Herbert 
Hoover intends to stay more than 
1,000 miles away from the republican 
national convention. He will remain 
in Washington while the balloting is 
on, leaving his campaign on the con- 
vcntion floor for the presidential nom- 
ination to a group of lieutenants.

EUROPE, HOWEVER, 
FAILS TO CONFIRM 


Airplane Expedition 
Leaves for Search Over 
Arctic; Silence Strength- 
ens Fears. 


New York, May 27.—(4)—A res- 
cue expedition was en route today 
from Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, to the 
arctic wastes to search for General 
Umberto Nobile and his polar dirigible 
Italia, unheard from since Thursday 
on its attempted round-trip flight to 
the north pole. Approximately 127 
hours had elapsed at midnight. since 
the Italia left its barge. The general's 
base ship, Citta Di Milano, put out 
from Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, yester- 
day, heading for Amsterdam Island, 
just north of Spitzbergen, to search 
for the explorer. Plans were an- 
nouneed.for the Norwegian sealer Hob- 
by, carryitig Lietitehant Lwuetzow 
Holm, Norwegian air ace, to leave 
Oslo for Kings Bay today to conduct 
a search by airplane. 

Although Pacific coast radio sta- 
tions reported they had picked up calls 


for help for the Italia, purporting to 
come from a Siberian station, anxiety 
over the fate of General Nobile and 
his craft increased as no direct word 
was received from his airship or radio 
stations closest to the arctic area in 
which he’ was last heard from. 
Several amateur operators and the 
Radio Corporation of America report- 
ed hearing the Pacific coast calls, 
which reported the Italia in disaster, 
but all agreed that the position of the 
dirigible was not given and that the 
message was repeated time after time 
in French, Italian and English and

Lamar, Colo., May 27.—(#)—Three 
dead, two wounded and one missing 
tonight was the known toll of the rob- 
bery of the First National bank, of 
this city, last Wednesday. The quar- 
tet of bandits had not been found late 
tonight although armed posses have 


scoured western Kansas, eastern Colo- 
rado and the northwest corner of Okla- 
homa. : 

A. N. Parrish, 77, president of the 
bank, and his son, John Parrish, cash- 
ier,. were killed in the holdup. Dr. 
W. W. Wineinger, of Dighton, Kans., 
was called from his home Wednesday 
night, presumably to treat the wounds 
of one of the four bandits who was 
shot in a battle with bank officials, 
and his body was found near Oakley, 
Kansé., where his motor car had been 
driven over an embankment. FB. A. 
Kessinger, assistant cashier of the 
bank, who was abducted by the bandits 
and used as a shield from bullets in 
their flight from Lamar, still is miss- 


ing.

Jugo-Slavia, Argentina 
and Austria Are Sites of 
Demonstrations Against 
Mussolini Government. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

Both in Europe and South America 
the Italian government has been the 
object of serious attacks. At Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, a powerful bomb 
was exploded in the Italian consulate. 
At Innsbruck, Austrian Tyrol, the 
Italian flag was torn down from the 
consulate and trampeled underfoot. 
And almost coincidently there out- 
breaks at Sebenico and Laibach by 
the Jugo-Slavs in protest against a 
treaty which would permit Italians to 
acquire territory on the Jugo-Slavian 
coast. 

The outrage at Buenos Aires which 
cost eight lives and the serious in- 
jury of many, was declared to be the 
work of anti-fascists. A second bomb 
had been planted in a drug store, but 
it failed to explode. The Innsbruck 
demonstration was attributed to sym- 
pathizers with the German and Aus- 
trians living in the Italian annexed 
territory of Tyrol, alleged to have 
been mistreated by the Italian auhori- 
ties. The flag was flying in com- 
memoration of Italy’s declaration of 
war against Austria in 1915, Though 
it was promptly hoisted again and was 
saluted by Austrian soldiers, the con- 
sulate later was made the target for 
further attacks. 

Holds Serious Threat. 

Remen.beriug .Mussolini's outbury, 
at the Austrian world*wide protest 
some months ago against the talian 
laws restrieting Austrian residents of 
Italian Tyrol, the Austrian authori- 
ties made haste to offer all apologies. 
Mussolini, in his denunciation of the 
Austrian attitude at that time, de 
clared he would brook no interference 
in administrative affairs which con- 
cerned Italy alone, and he served 
notice to the world at large that he 
was prepared to stand by this de- 
termination,

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REBELS LOSE 82 KILLED, 75 INJURED 


Rebel Battle 


Mexico City, May 27,—(United 
News)—Two hundred and fourteen 
men were killed or wounded im fight- 
ing between Mexican federal troops 
and rebels at Manzanillo, an official 
report from the military governor of 
the State of Colima revealed today. 

The rebels lost 82 killed and 75 
wounded and the federal losses were 


29 killed and 28 wounded, according 
to the official report of the gover- 
nor, Genéra!l Helidodoro Cahris. 
Rebels attacked Manzanillo, the west 
coast port town, at dawn Friday after 
cutting all communications. Police 
reinforced the federal garrison of 


thirty men and a warsbip in the har- 
bor turned its guns on the rebels. 


Severe street fighting followed in 
which a number of prominent rebel 
leaders were captured. They later 
were executed. 

Federal infantry and cavalry were 
sent from Colima and engaged the it | 
surgents in fighting throughout the. 
day. The police and little garrison | 
met the rebel advance in the 
and hand-to-hand fighting followed | 
for several hours before the assailants | 
were driven out of the city.

land forces materially in forcing them 
to retreat.

Raymond Robins T 
At Athens Anti-War Meet 


ba 


Speak 


The main speaker at the conference 
on the “Cause and Cure of War” at 
Athens next Thursday will be Colonel 
Rafmond Robins, of Florida and Chi- 


cago. Probably no more picturesque 
figure can be mentioned in American 
life today than that of Colonel Robins 
who has reached his maturity at a 
time when some of the most stirring 
history of the world has been made. 
And he himself has had ‘a vital part 
in almost all great events of his time. 

He studied social service as a sci- 
ence: he has. investigated large na- 
tional and international questions; he 
has worked at various tasks but all 
with the betterment of the world as 
their ultimate object. Nothing has 
been too humble, nothing too compre- 
hensive for Colonel Robins to attempt 
and it is a fact that he has been as 
successfull in managing a municipal 
lodging house in Chicago as he has 
been in representing the American 
Red Cross in Russia. 

He has been a world traveler. Ad- 
venture, investigation,’ achievement 
and tireless effort have been the im- 
pulses of his life, and he has carried 
to successful conclusions all the work 
that he has undertaken. 

Raised in Florida. 

Statistics as to his various positions 
would give no idea of the vivid char- 
acter of the man’s work or of the va- 
ried achievements of his life. How- 
ever, it may be said that, like Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, he first of all over- 
came the handicap of poor health. 
Born in Chicago he was left parentless 
at an early age and was taken to 
Florida by relatives where he lived his 
childhood and boyhood life. and where 
he imbibed southern ideals and was 
renred in southern educational insti- 
tutions. But no one part of this coun- 
try nor of any country could contain 
the boundless energy which marks the 
life and career of this man. 

From the gold fields of Alaska to 
the steppes of Russia his intrepid spir- 
it led him and he found an outlet for 
his impulse toward world improvement 
in the crime center of Chicago at its 
worst as well as in the war torn 
countries of Kurope. 

For some years Colonel Robins man- 
nged a municipal lodging house in 
Chicago, and he also served as one 
of the directors of the Northwestern 
university settlement. He was a close 
friend and co-worker of Jane Ad- 
dams as well as of other social service 
pioneers and experts. He was a lead- 
er in the national Christian evangelis- 
tic social campaign; an active worker 


in the Y¥, W. C. A. and the Y. M. C. 
A. and, as has already born said, a 
director of the American Red Cross in 
Russia. 

Colonel Robins has always been an 
advocate of organized labor and be- 
cause of his extensive travels and his 
close personal observations of condi- 
tions in many lands he has ever been 


an ardent advocate of the outlawry 
of war. 
. Ran for Senate, 

In polities he is a progressive and 
when that party commanded national 
attention in 1914 he was a candidate 
for the United States senate on that 
ticket. 

Over and above all of his basic char- 
acteristics, te quote William Hard, 
“Raymond Robins is a great orator: 
a great orator,” further says Mr. Hard, 
“mnst have incandescence, physical as 
well as mental, and he has it.” Inci- 
dentally, it may be of interest to know 
that Mr. Hard has written a most 
attractive and complete biography of 
Colonel Robins. 

Mrs. Robins, who was Marjorie 
Drier, has always been as equally and 
as actively interested in world better- 
ment as has her illustrious husband, 
and Colonel Robin’s sister, Elizabeth 
Robins, has made valuable contribu- 
tions to the improvement of social 
conditions both by her striking works 
of fiction as well as by her more se- 
rious writings. Miss Robins will al- 
ways he remembered by her great 
story, “My Little Sister.” 


PRESENT AGE BES?F 
SAYS DR. W. G. HENRY 


Declating that the present age is
